At Pine City, Minn., 
four children were burned to death,

over-heated stove. At Seattle, "Wash- 
ington, ofle man died from inhaling 
smoke waile trying to thaw frozen 
water pipes. 
An elderly woman and a little boy 
were killed in a iire at Rebina, 
Sask. 
In the wake of the storm in the 
^orthwest, trains were reported 
stalled by snow difts and transpor- 
tation and communication generally 
demoralized. Thermometer readings 
In that section ranged from foar to 
32 degrees below zero.

Passenger and freight trains in

All 
westbound trains out of the twin 
cities were annulled yesterday and 
whether they will be resumed today 
depends on the wind. 
At Montevideo, Jtmn., where the 
coast train on the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul was stranded, the 
passengers were entertained at a 
dance at the Commercial club. 
Passengers on a Great Northern 
train were taken -to hotels and pri- 
vate homes when it could not pro- 
ceed beyond Melrose, Minn. 
A blizzard in Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba also interrupted transpor-

The recording instruments at In 
dependence were blown down after 
registering a wind velocity of 80 
miles an hour, the weather bureau 
reported at Cartago the gale -was re- 
ported to be 125 miles an hour. 
Street car lines around Portland, 
Ore., were beginning to suspend last 
night on account of the storm and 
traffic and industry, around Seattle, 
was slowed up on account of the cold, 
.ly three times in the history of 
Seattle has the temperature been 
lower than the 15 degrees above re- 
corded yesterday, according to the 
weather bureau. 
Sweeping on into the southwest. 
the cold wave sent temperatures to 
near zero at many points in Kansas 
and Western Missouri. 
"Weather predictions for Texas were 


for much colder weather by tonight. 
All the east gulf states with the 
exception of Florida were promised 
much colder weather for the next 
two days. A drop in temperature 
was noted early today. 
It was not predicted that the At- 
lantic states south of Virginia would 
experience very severe weather, 
ever.

disinterment except the military and 
agents of the treasury department 
Sensational rumors regarding the 


Russian crown jewels have been 
current ever since the death of Czar 
Nicholas. 
The first concrete evidence that 
the United States government was 
seeking them in America, came early 
last month when William B. Will- 
iams, special agent of the treasury 
department, admitted he wasjinves 
tigating a report that 
$4,000,000 


wgcth. q£ jewels- were- buried; in the 
Brooklyn cemetery. 
The story was that the jewels had 


been smuggled into this country in 
1920 in the coffin of the sailor who 
died on the army transport Edellyn, 
at Gibraltar, in August, 1920, while 
the vessel was on its way 
from 
Vladivostok to the 
United States. 
The government maintained strict 
silence about the matter, until news- 
paper stories were published, after 
which a detachment was sent from 
Fort Hamilton to guard the grave 
against ghouls. 
One attempt to rob the coffin was 


frustrated by the guards. 
A few days ago dispatches from 
Washington said orders had been 
issued to open the grave to settle 
for once and all whether it contains 
the jewels 
This morning a full company from 
Fort Hamilton arrived at the ceme- 
tery armed with pump guns and 
rifles. Lieutenant James L. Carman 
commanding the detachment, imme 
diately posted his men on all Sides ol 
the cemetery and quickly disperse: 
a crowd of the curious who had 
gathered at the main entrance. 
A large group of military officers 


and representatives of the treasury 
department then enter 1 the grounds 
and waited at the grave for the ar 
rival of Mr. Williams when it was 
announced the coffin would be lifted 
out of the ground. 
The ground already had

broken and the earth heaped in a 
fresh mound beside the grave, which

LET BOREAS DO IT 
Cold storage provided by nature 
the year around is one- of the advan- 
tages enjoyed by the farmers of St. 
Joseph, Arkansas, and it has been 
utilized to the fullest extent this 
year in the storage of a record fruit 
crop, and in caring for meat and 
vegetables of various sorts. 
The 
natural cold storage plant is a mam- 
moth cave. 
It has been known for years as the 
"Blowing Ca* e" because a cool breeze 
always issues from it, but it has only 
lately been fitted with doors and bins, 
and used for commercial storage. 
The part at present used is more 
than a quarter of a mile in length 
and more than 100 feet in -width. 
Cold air issues from an underground 
passage into the mam corridor, and 
this has been fitted with pipes, so 
that the flow of air can be regulated.

THE RISE OF RUBBER 


METEORIC RISE of rubber has been one of the most 


spectacular price movements this year. Quotations have 


more than doubled within twelve months. This drastic upturn is 
due to the plan recently inaugurated by the British for restricting 
production and taxing exports of rubber. 


Great Britain, controls about 70 per cent of the world's rub- 


ber production. The United States consumes nearly three- 
fourths of the annual output of the world. In order to stimulate 
a lagging market, England has laid a tax upon all exports of 
plantation, rubber from her colonies: when they exceed 60 per 
cent of the 1920 exports. It is believed that the 1923 consumption 
of rubber will show an increase of 85 per cent over 1920. 


By means of the export tax and the higher prices for rubber 


it is estimated that Great Britain could pay off her entire war 
debt to this country in a comparatively few years. Leaders of 
the British rubber industry recently have been in this country 
conferring with large tire makers, who desire a modification of 
the export tax. In the meantime, plans are under way to develop 
an American source of rubber supplies in the Philippines and 
other territories. Influential senators are urging government 
aid for this project.

considered, Ash Wednesday takes 
its name from the ceremonial use ol 
ashes as a symbol of penitence, -which 
is traced back to the penance of 
sackcloth and ashes spoken of by 
the Old Testament prophets. 
Pnor to the Reformation, all c'.iris- 
tian believers conformed to this an- 
cient ceremonial. Its use has been 
abandoned in later days by the re- 
loiined churches, and is now retain- 
ed' by the 
communicants 
of the 


Church of Rome alone; in whose 
places of worship ashes 
obtained 


from the burning: of palms blest on 
Palm Sunday of the year previous 
are thrice sprinkled with holy water 
and censed. Thereafter the officiat- 
ing priests make the sign of the cross 
upon the forehead of communicants 
•with the 
thumb dipped in conse- 
crated ashes, intoning the words: 
"Remember, man. that thou art dust 
and unto dust thou shalt return." 
This custom dates back at least to 
the early days of the eighth century. 


Among the reformed churches, the 


Church of England marks the day by 
a commination 
service, 
parts of 


which are taken from the Benedictus 
Cinerum in the old Sarum Manual, 
and a distinctive element of which 
is the reading of God's condemna- 
tign of impenitent sinners from the 


ok of Deuteronomy.

victes a special penitential office for 
Ash Wednesday which includes the 
more ancient part of the commina- 
tion service. It is an impressive ser- 
vice of penitent confession and sup- 
plication, and is said kneeling.

Beginning 
with Ash Wednesday the Lenten sea- 
son really covers a period of 46 days, 
but as Sunday has always been re- 
garded as a feast, these six Sundays 
are not counted as belonging to the 
fast. 


The word Lent is derived from the 


old 
Anglo-Saxon 
word 
Lencten, 


meaning spring, and, as 
the fast 


falls in the early part of the year, 
by common usage Lent is now gen- 
erally associated with the beginning 
of spring, which conies to full flower 
with the Easter festival of the resur- 
rection and the reawakening of life. 
The first mention of lent is found 
in a canon of the council of Kicea, 
325 A. D., and in the 
Christian 


church is known as the period of 
fasting preparatory to this Easter 
festival. 
As with all these ancient festivals 


many quaint and curious customs 
attaching to lent have been handed 
down through the ages. In mediae- 
val times meat, eggs and milk were 
forbidden in lent, not only by eccle- 
siastical, but by statute law. It is 
from this prohibition of. the eating 
of eggs, that the Easter egg custom 
of modern times grew. 
The chief 


lenten food from the earliest days 
was fish and in the England of Ed- 
ward III herring pies were so great 
a delicacy that charters granted to 
seaports often stipulated that the 
town should send so many herrings 
or other fish to the king during the 
lenten 
season. The strictest absti- 


nence was enforced, and to such an 
extent that during the siege of Or- 
leans in 1429 the besieging army was 
reduced to starvation through lack 
of lenten food, though in full posses- 
sion of meat and other suplies. A 
writer 
in the Encyclopaedia Brit- 


tanica. states that the battle of the 
Herrings. February 1429, was fought 
to cover the march of the convoy of 
lenten food to the British army be- 
foi t.ie belauged city. 


The strict observance of lent has 


gradually been softened, though it 
continued to be inculcated by such 
earnest church men as William Law 
and John Wesley; and the custom 
of women wearing mourning in lent, 
which had been followed by Queen 
Elizabeth and her court, survived 
well into the 19th century. He-re, in 
America, in the Roman Catholic as 
well -as in the Episcopal and Luth- 
eran churches, while conformation to 
the rules laid down for fasting is 
urged, a tolerant policy is observed 
and the devout are neither required 
nor expected to engage in such fast- 
ing as might be deleterious to health.

If some one says something reflecting 
on their views or their personality, they brood over it, and exaggerate the 
sentiment behind it. Their initiative is chilled and they retire into then- 
shells, and never accomplish much for themselves or their community.

say such mean things about each other in public, and then are big enough 
to forget it all.

America's 
Pied . Piper 


Says He Has Slain 10 


Millions in Year 


(By FREDERIC J. HASHIN) 


Washington. D. C. Feb. 14.—The 


modern Pied Piper, J. L. Nicholes, 
was in town the other day, and he 
brought the sad news that rats are 
on the increase. 
Even with all the 


rat killing campaigns and with the 
interest of the public aroused, these 
pests are flourishing. Rats are being 
killed by the million, but the surviv- 
ing mothers, sisters and cousins and 
aunts energetically offset the tribal 
losses by building up new and widen - 
ing family circles. 


Mr. Nicholes is not a gloom dis- 


penser. For seven years he has con- 
ducted rat killing campaigns. 
He 


has swatted the rat chcerluliy and 
with telling effect. He says that last 
year he rid the country of 10,000,000 
rats, by government count. But the 


that, theoretically, if 


in large numbers. 
Poison, careful- 


ly and properly used, is the most ef- 
fective means of disposing of them 
on a wholesale scale. 


Mr. Nicholes uses barium carbon- 


ate, which is tasteless and odorless. 
Its "action upon rats is slow, so that 
poisoned animals generally leave a 
house or barn in search of water, 
and the small quantities used to bait 
food for rats are not often sufficient 
to kill other creatures. 


The American Pied Piper carries 


his reasoning about rat intelligence 
over into his work of poisoning the 
pests. He knows that rats are sus- 
picious, and so he uses three kinds 
of bait, perhaps cheese, apples, and 
hamburger steak. 
The rodents do 


not seem to be able to suspect dan- 
ger in as many as three kinds of 
food at one time. 


Food is placed not less than five 


nor more th^n fifteen feet apart in 
baiting an area. No special effort is 
made to avoid handling the bait. A 
wild animal might be warned by the 
association of a human being with 
the food it eats regularly. 


The rat brain sems to work some- 


thing like this: The first rat comes 
out and finds a piece of poisoned 
food. He sniffs it suspiciously and 
decides it might be dangerous. He 
goes a little farther and finds a dif- 
ferent kind of food. 
The first kind 


he avoided as dangerous. 
He tries 


the second and apparently it is all 
right. Other rats follow the example 
of the discoverer of the food. A ban- 
quet follows, and then
